She was discovered in a warm and protected 
situation by the side of an uprooted tree 
which formed a protection in part from 
the vrind and driting snow. Leading from 
this situation were a series of well trodden 
paths through the underbrush, to a running 
stream of water, showing that she was wise 
enough to keep a path c instantly open. The 
underbrush in the vicinity, composed "princi- 
pally of beech and brch, was well .cropped 
even to the tilgs of more than half an inch 
in diameter.
